Berlin, April 28. —The North German 
Gazette BOini-officially states that the im- 
perial ministry baa just furnished the 
foreign ollicu with the following facts re- 
lating to the Schnaehel afthir. Ivleia, a 
commorcinl agent of Strasburg, (!ru- 
bert, a manufacturer of Schiltiiighelin, 
wore suspected of communicating to the 
French various plana of German for- 
tresses and other treasonable intelligence, 
and wore brought before tho magistrate 
for preliminary examination. Their ex- 
planation wit h the French police against 
Birshanor was admitted, and it was also 
shown that letters bad boon sent by them 
to Vincent, chief of tho French intelli- 
gence department, and further proved 
that Schnaehel bad a personal interview 
with tho accused and had written letters 
to them. Sclumebel's arrest was on a war- 
rant issued hy tho examining magistrate, 
executed by tho police commissary, de- 
puted to assist the magistrate. It litis 
been fully proved that the arrest was made 
on German soil. Schnaehel admits writ- 
ing these particular letters, and forward- 
ing correspondence which tho Gorman au- 
thorities consider treasonable. This state- 
ment is not considered in the light of a 
threat but is looked upon simply as an 
otlicial justification of tho arrest of 
Schnaehel.

WHY HE RESIGNED. 

Kisuotie Charged With otlicial Corruption In 
Sonoma.

William rv insane is no longer unknown. 
His rigid name is W. K. Rogers; Tho 
story of ins exploits .-11111 villainous crimes 
are already published. The newspapers 
all through New York, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Arkansas and Missouri have caught on, 
and each seem to have an additional 
charge to add to his infamous record. His 
career of crime commenced away back in 
'CO, and if the charges are true, then too 
much cannot be said. His apparently 
honorable career in this county tor a term 
of years fails to wipe out the spot. He is 
rich, and yet never offered to make amends 
hy restitution. Be is connected by mar- 
riage with Lloyd Tevis, James B. Haggin, 
and is a brother of Reuben H. Lloyd, the 
attorney, of San Francisco. Fie has also 
another brother living there who still bears 
the original name. These, with other 
personal friends, have succeeded in 
keeping the San Francisco papers 
quiet, which has caused the frequent 
remark, "If he was some poor devil, 
wouldn't, he catch it, though I" Tho 
Sacramento Bee it seems could not be con- 
trolled, hence the expose, Tho Republi- 
can had not intended publishing the story. 
Respect for the man's family, not for him- 
self, lias shielded him for these many 
years, and oven now the Republican would 
remain quiet only that his record is too 
widely known, and that tho paper's namo 
has been frequently .mentioned in the 
matter, and in a wrong light, intimating 
ill fact that there were secret understand- 
ings between the editors and Mr.Kissano, 
not altogether honorable, The present 
editor therefore feels that something 
should be said. On closo inquiries wo 
have learned that in LS7!) Colonel Rogers, 
or Kissane, had employed .attorneys to 
prosecute the Santa Rosa Times (now Re- 
publican,), then published by Ragsdale 
Bros., for libel. The Times bad discover- 
ed that the county funds wore being mis- 
used — that Rogers himself had drawn 
$2, 500 from the treasury two years pre- 
viously for tho purpose of building 
a bridge near Sonoma — that the 
bridge had never been built, and that 
there was not even a road in that locality. 
This was exposed, the money was sud- 
denly returned, and arrangements mado 
to crush tho paper with a libel suit. In 
self-preservation the Timet publishers be- 
gan to look around, and secured the his- 
tory as now published by the Bee, Learn- 
ing of this fact, Rogers sent an emissary 
to confer with the publishers, but they 
refused to have anything to do with him. 
Then Rogers himself caiuo, and begged 
the publishers to name their price. They 
informed him that ho hadn't money 
enough to buy them, but finally, in answer 
to Kissane's (Hogor's) appeal for his fami- 
ly, so highly respectable, they declared 
that there was but one way to settle tho 
matter, and that was for him (Rogers) to 
resign his position as supervisor, and 
agruo to keep out of politics in Sonoma 
county. This Rogers only too readily ac- 
cepted, and it is well known that the 
compact litis been faithfully carried out.

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DOING THEIR DUTY. 

Our representatives in parliament are 
showing a zeal for the interests of their 
constituents that is truly admirable. Wu 
road that they have impressed upon the 
minister of public works tho necessity i>f 
deepening our harbor and improving it 
generally with every chance of success.

As a result 
of their representations an amendment 
to the Restriction Act, abolishing cer- 
tificates entirely will pass tho house, 
every Chinaman being in future obliged 
to pay the fifty dollar tax every 
time he enters Canada. They havo in 
every way forwarded to the best of their 
ability the interests given in their charge. 
Not content with identifying themselves 
with British Columbia's interest* in 
the house, they have gollO out- 
sido whenever they could assist the 
province, as in tho case contained in our 
dispatches yesterday, when they inter- 
viewed Mr. Yan Borne and Mr. Olds and 
succeeded in securing better freight rates. 
In acting unitedly in securing cabinet re- 
presentation and in endeavoring to procure 
a reduction in Canadian Pacific passenger 
and freight rates our Pacific coast delega- 
tion havo the support of their constitu- 
ents, who trust they may succeed. It is 
very satisfactory indeed to find that tho 
electorate has not misplaced its confidence 
and as long as our representatives work as 
hard for this province as they are evident- 
ly doing now, they deserve the sympathy 
of all tho people. So far as Messrs. Baker 
and Shakespeare are concerned they are 
proving by their deeds what they said 
they would do in words during tho late 
campaign, and they will accomplish their 
ends if accomplishment is possible. In 
thus briefly acknowledging the good work 
which is being done for the province at 
Ottawa, we belie, o we are only voicing the 
general opinion. The government has 
now an excellent chance to make itself 
even more popular in this province, and 
it will lie a subject of general regret from 
a Liberal-Conservative standpoint if that 
opportunity is thrown away. There are 
certain things wo demand as a matter of 
right and must have, and among theso are 
an appropriation for our harbor, a life- 
saving station on the west coast of the 
island, as well as a marine observatory. 
If they are not granted the blame will not 
rest with the representatives of the people 
who, we have every reason to believe, are 
continually and persistently urging these 
much needed reforms upon the attention 
of the various departments. Outside of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, which was 
guaranteed to us by the terms of union, 
little has been done for British Columbia. 
We now expect t hat fair share of the pub- 
lic monies to be placed upon the estimates 
this session to which we are entitled, and 
as British Columbia has gone solid for the 
government she expects to havo the com- 
pliment returned in a satisfactory way. 



PACTS ABOUT OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 

Mr. .John Bums contributes to the 
April number of Good Wordsn paper en- 
titled "Something About tho Cunard 
Lino," which contains some interesting 
facts with regard to the equipment and 
working of ocean steamships. Ho begins 
by making a comparison between the 
pioneer vessels of the Outlaid lino and the 
latest additions to its fleet. The Britan- 
nia, built in 1839, took 600 tons of coal on 
leaving Liverpool tor her outward voyage. 
Sin: burned 44 tons per day, whilst, her 
steam pressure was !> lbs., and her speed a 
little over 8 knots per hour. Gradually 
ami steadily the ships, whose nomencla- 
ture ended in "ia," increased in all I hose 
particulars, until the culmination was 
reached in the Ktruria, built in 1885. She 
has averaged a speed of IS knots in nine 
consecutive voyages between Queonstown 
and New York, which is equal to nearly 
21 statute miles per hour, or somewhat 
greater than tho average speed of the or- 
dinary train service on any railway in tho 
world. Her engines indicate 14,000 horse 
power, and art: supplied with steam from 
9 double-ended boilers, each with 8 fur- 
naces, or a total of 7- furnaces. The total 
consumption of coal is .*>0t) tons por day, 
or 112 tons per hour, or 466 lbs. por minute:; 
and, if the whole of the tires were raked 
together and formed into olio large lire, 
there would be 42 tons of coal, or a mass 
of 20 feet long, 20 feet broad, and rather 
more than 4 feet high, fiercely burning. 
Besides the coal, Lit) gallons of oil are 
used; daily for journals, bearings, etc. In 
tho engine room are the dynamos and 
driving-engines used for lighting the ship, 
which are looked after by the ongine room 
stall'. Hor crew is mado up as follows: — 
Tho captain, officers, surgeon and pur- 
ser, •!<> seamen, carpenter and joiner, boat- 
swain and mate, 2 masters-at-arms, 12 
engineers, 112 liremef? and trimmers, 72 
stewards, (i stewardesses, 24 cooks, bakers, 
ami assistants: in .all, 2H7 hands. 

After detailing tho duties of the various 
officers of the ship and describing the boat 
and fire-drill of tho crows, Mr. Bums tells 
ns that tho amount of provisions, grocer- 
ies, etc. , on board at the time of Failing 
is very large. For a single naBSftgo to tho 
westward, tho Ktruria, with 547 cabin 
passengers and a crow of 287 persons, had, 
when leaving Liverpool on August 28th 
last, the following quantities of provis- 
ions: 12,550 lbs. fresh beef, 700 1' 
corned beef, 5, 1520 lbs. mutton, 850 I 
lamb, 350 lbs. veal, 350 lbs.' pork, 2;0OO 
lbs. fresh fish, 000 fowls,' 800 chickens, 100 
duck, 50 guuso, 80 turkeys, 200 brace 
grouse, 15 bins potatoes, 30 hampers veg- 
etables, 220 quarts icecream, 1,000 quarts 
milk, and 11,500 oygs. In groceries alone 
there wore ovor 200 differOWt articles, in- 
cluding (for tho round voyage of 22 .lays) 
<J50 1bs. tea, 1,200 lbs. COffSo', 1,600 lbs. 
white sugar, 2,800 lbs. moist: sugar, 760 
lbs. pulverized sugar, 1,500 lbs.- cheese, 
g 000 lbs. butter, ,'{,500 tba, bain, and 1,000 
lbs. bacon. Tho foregoing seem enormous 
quantities, but very little VOS left 



upon tho ship's arrival in port. Tho | 
quantities of wine, spirits, beer, etc., put- 
on board for. consumption on the round 
voyage comprise — 1,100 bottles of cham- 
pagne, 850 bottles of claret, 0,000 bottles 
of ale, 2,500 bottles of porter, 4,500 bot- 
tles of mineral waters, 650 bottles of vari- 
ous spirits. Crockery is broken very ex- 
tensively, being at tho rate of 900 plates, 
280 cups, 41)8 saucers, 1,213 tumblers, 200 
wine glasses, 27 decanters, and 153 water 
bottles in a single voyago. 

AN AMERICAN *VIKW OK 'I'll B 
QUEEN'S JUBILEE. 

Certainly not, within the present cen- 
tury, says Leslie's Illustrated Paper, has 
m anniversary been celebrated in Eng- 
and, or, it may be said in the world, 
which can at all compare in interest or im- 
portance with tho celebration of the fifti- 
eth year of tho reign of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria. Whether it bo regarded 
merely as a national recognition of the 
private worth and spotless reputation of 
the woman who for half a century has 
wielded the sceptre of Great Britain, or in 
acknowledgment of the immense st rides 
social and political which ^tho vast em- 
pire over which sho holds gentle sway has 
made during that period, the jubilee cele- 
bration will be alike significant. That the 
Queen is beloved by her subjects as no 
British SOVOroigl) was ever beloved before 
is incontestable, though for a considerable 
time she has ceased to take as active a part 
in public affairs as they have generally de- 
sired. Whatever form the Jubilee Im- 
perial Institute ultimately assumes, it 
may be taken for granted that 
it will bo thoroughly worthy 
the oreat occasion that evokes it. For 
this reason we do not believe that "avast 
permanent bazaar," as Professor Hux- 
ley terms one of the projects 
named, will be the outcome of the 
deliberations of the committee ovorwhich 
the Prince of Wales presides; but a per 
manent institution which would more 
closely identify tho mother country with 
the colonies, if properly realized, would 
certainly be an appropriate and useful 
measure. Rut, tho celebration of the 
Queen's jubilee will not be confined to 
London. There is scarcely a city of any 
note in the three kingdoms which will not 
hold its own district celebration, and 
which is not even now busily occupied in 
selecting a fitting permanent memorial 
which will remind future generations of a 
period of the history of England to which 
the most potent reigns of Plontagonet or 
Tudor can afford only a distant parallel 
But Great Britain, vociferous and loyal as 
will bo the rejoicings held within its sea- 
girt borders, is very likely to be outdone 
by the greater Britains which have arisen 
in other zones, the progress and prosper- 
ity of which form one of the grandest chap- 
ters in the history of the fifty years reign 
of Queen Victoria. Australia is inaugurat- 
ing a celebration at Melbourne which will, 
it is said, be on a scale of unprecedented 
magnificence. A jubilee column will also 
bo erected upon a commanding position in 
the immediate neighborhood of the city, 
which, it is inticipated, will bo of colossal 
proportions. New Zealand and South 
African possessions , arc also preparing for 
demonstrations of no secondary fashion, 
while fetes .and volunteer displays are be- 
ing organized in both colonies. India 
will celebrate by ilurbur and festival the 
golden anniversary. Nor will our imme- 
diate neighbor, Canada, bo backward in 
its jubilee manifestations, though the 
exact form which they. are likely to assume 
has not yett wo believe, been fully deter- 
mined on. It is certain, however, that 
tho desire of tho Canadians to render the 
event in every way worthy the occasion 
will bo fully carried out. Considerable 
discussion has taken placo in Now York, 
as well as in other cities of the union, as 
to how far Americans should recognise, 
from a social point of view, an event 
which is exciting the enthusiasm of the 
English-speaking race throughout the 
habitable world. A few weeks ago a 
meeting, composed principally of English- 
men .and Canadians, resident here, was 
held at Delmonico's to consider this ques- 
tion, but, up to tins time it, is understood 
that no definite plan has been tixed upon. 
There can sea rely he a doubt that any 
well-matured arrangement. Would be ex- 
ceedingly acceptable to .a very large pro- 
portion of tho American people. It is 
still more certain that tho acknowledg- 
ment in tho United States of an anni- 
versary which celebrates the victories of 
peace rather than those of war, ami which 
is held in honor of the extended reign of 
a great .and good Queen, would be more 
than appreciated on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

The Prince of Wales has had an honor 
conferred on him which has not hitherto 
fallen to the lot of many men of whatever 
rank wdio had not made good their claims 
by distinguished service to science. His 
royal highness has been made an honor- 
ary member of the Linnean society of 
London. This famous society was found- 
ed in 1788 and Dr. T. E. Smith was its 
first president. On tho death of Carl Von 
Linne the younger, the collections and 
books of both father and son were sold, 
Dr. Smith becoming the purchaser. In 
17!'0 bo sold the collection of minerals, 
but when he died, in IKl^S, a subscription 
was raised to obtain the herbarium and 
library for the society. The former is 
said to be still practically in the same 
sLite in which it was when the elder Linne 
last used it. The letters he received from 
his contemporaries and tho manuscripts of 
most of his publications are also in posses- 
sion of the society. Among its members 
in Canada are Mr. .1. M. .Linos, of Hali- 
fax, and Prof. Macoun, of Ottawa.

4d., to the 
credit of the insurance fund. The lia- 
bilities of the company had been greatly 
reduced during tho year. It bad been 
arranged that the S per cont. debentures 
for £250,000, issueu on tho 1st April, 
1884, which were current for three years, 
should bo paid off on tho 1st proximo.

THE YUKON EXPEDITION. 

Arrival of Dr. (J. M. Dawson, Assistant Director 
of tho Beqloglcal Hnrvey--An Outline of the 
Programme Proposed to ho Followed. 

Dr. Ceo. M. Dawson, assistant director 
of the geological survey of Canada, accom- 
panied by Mr. James McEvoy, arrived by 
the steamer Louise yesterday morning and 
registered at the Driard. Dr. Dawson is 
well known in Victuria, having been a 
frequent visitor to our province in tho 
interests of his department, and it is to 
his scutching inquiries into the formations 
of soil and rock that a great deal of valu- 
able information concerning the province 
has been placed on record. His mission 
this year is to the Yukon country lying 
within the borders of British Columbia, 
about the existence uf which our readers 
of late have become familiar through the 
discovery of extensive placer deposits on 
the tributaries of the great northern river, 
and the rush of miners thereto. 

To a representative of Thk ColoMIST 
Dr. Dawson stated that himself and as- 
sistant would proceed to Fort Wrangel and 
up the Stickeen rivor and portage toDeasu 
lake, and down' Dease river to its junction 
with the Liard rivor. They will proceed 
up this river to Frances lake, where is tin 
abandoned post of the EL B. Co. To this 
point from Laketon, Cassiar, tho passage 
by water is unimpeded. There is a port- 
age of seventy miles to the head waters of 
the Polly river. Down this the party will 
proceed to the junction of the Pelly with 
the Lewis branch of tho Yukon, the site 
of old Fort Selkirk. This fort, was burned 
by the coast Indians in 1851, who consid 
ered that the 11. B. Co. interfered too 
much with their trade with tho interior 
Indians. After this incident the posts 
were abandoned by the company. A routo 
survey will he taken along the Way, and 
the most important points Used astronomi- 
cally. 

Dr. Dawson, after arriving at Fort Sel- 
kirk, hopes to have time for an explora- 
tory survey throughout the district, leav- 
ing about a month in which to come out 
by the Chilcoot, the route at present tak- 
en by the miners in getting into the 
Yukon. By following thomuto referred to 
i. he party will be able to proceed with 
greater expedition than if they entered by 
Chilcoot, as only the Liard river bus to bo 
ascended, whereas by the other the Yukon, 
Pelly and Dease rivers have to be toiled 
up. Supplies may also be secured from 
Laketon, sufficient to last until Fort Sel- 
ku'k is reached. The doctor will also be. 
able to obtain accurate geological data of 
the whole route to be traversed by the ex- 
pedition, and will return to Victoria some 
time in the fall. 

Mr. W illiam Ogilvy, D. L. S., who will 
go in by Chilcoot Inlet and Perrier Pass, 
will make actual surveys. I f possible Mr. 
Ogilvy will remain during the winter 
somewhere on the Yukon so as 
to be on the ground early 
in the season. It is t bought, that a couple 
of round trips by packers can be made 
over the Perrier Pass, and thus convoy 
sufficient supplies to enable Mr. Ogilvy 
to remain. It was thought at lirst that 
tin' Alaska Commercial Co. could be called 

upon to take in a supply of goods, but 
they replied that, it was not possible to 
carry other than their own goods, which 
will bo taken to the Yukon mouth and 
thence up t he river. 

Mr. McConnoll, of the geological surj 
vey, will proceed by the same route a 
that taken by I >r. Dawson to the junctionof 
Ihase with the Liard river, and will follow 
the latter down to its junction with the 
Mackenzie river at Fort Simpson, the 
main post of the il. B. Co. for that dis- 
trict. The company have a steamer ply- 
ing on the waters of the great, Mac- 
kenzie, it having been taken to Croat 
Slave lak,i last autumn, where it was 
put together and tested. This steamer 
is used to distribute the company's goods 
io their various posts to the mouth of the 
Mackenzie river. Mr. McConnoll "will 
make a geological ami geographical survey 
uf the country ho traverses. In the fall 
it is probable he willgu south by the Mac- 
kenzie to either Edmonton or Carleton. 

Mr. Alex. McEvoy, who accompanies 
Dr. Dawson, was a co-worker with Mr. 
Amos Bowman, C. E., last year in the 
Cariboo district, am' will no doubt prove 
himself a worthy assistant to Dr. Dawson 
in ins important work. 

Tho results thai it is hoped will he 
achieved by the expedition will be highly 
important to this province and to the 
Dominion, for il mil determine the char- 
acter of what is thought to be a country 
rich in mineral and other resources, but 
which is at present almost a lei-ra incognita. 
The expedition could not be in better 
hands and whatever results are attained 
will bo ih" best, possible that can he 
secured. 
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ving, and Supt. Roycraft.

THE ORIENT. 

The Dusluoss Blockade nt Hongkong italsed— 
Halnau HobclB Surrounded— rook of the 
Abblo Carver-- Volcanic Eruntlou 
In the Philippines. 

Dates from Hongkong to March 2Gth 
and from Yokohama to April 5th report as 
follows: 

CHINA. 

The business blockade of Hongkong is 
about, to be raised. Tho commissioners 
on behalf of the English mid Chinese gov- 
ernments and the local government of 
Hongkong have agreed upon ineiiRures for 
the regulation of the opium traffic at 
Hongkong, and for the remission by China 
of oxtra dues upon junks trading between 
Hongkong and Chinese ports. The ar- 
rangement is generally regarded as satis- 
factory, though the opium dealers object. 

Tho board of revenue Iuih been examin- 
ing the affairs of the China Merchants' 
Steam Navigation company and finds that 
responsible officials of that company have 
boon engaged in extensive speculation. 

It is stated that the rebels in Hainan 
have been completely surrounded by tho 
Imperial troops and that they are expected 
to surrender soon. 

Japan. 

The Yokohama Specie Bank contem- 
plates establishing branches in the chief 
commercial centers in Europe and Amer- 
ica. 

Tho lirst consignment of tea for too sea- 
son .arrived at Kobe March 29th from 
Kagoshima. 

The railway bureau has recently sent 
orders to Germany for 2,500 tons of rails, 
and to America for nine locomotives. The 
rails are to be used for the Tokaido rail- 
and other government lines. 

A fund to be devoted to, purposes of 
coast defenses has been started by his 
majosty the emperor with a subscription 
of yen 300,000 from the imperial purse. 

The wreckage on the coast, of Formosa, 
at first supposed to hav.' been that .if the 
missing man-of-war L'nobi-Kan, proves to 
be that of the American bark Abbio Car- 
ver. Capt. Pendleton, which lofi lion; 
Kong for Citllao on thoSthof August, was 
wrecked shortly after her departure on 
the island of Samasana, to tho west of 
Formosa. The crew put oil' in boats, but 
instead of landing on the island stood out 
to sea. The same night there was a 
typhoon, and the ship broke up. it is 
supposed that all hands were lost. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Brushes with pirates are Continually re- 
ported from Toliquin. 

A Russian from the man-of-war Djigit 
was arrested in Fort Palmer, Singapore. 
He claimed lo he a servant, on tho ship, 
but is believed to be an officer taking 
notes of the defenses of the colony. 

A telegram dated Albay, ',1th March, 
has been received at M.iuifi, announcing 
that from 5:36 p. in. that day, there bad 
been great eruptions from the Mayon 
volcano.

Citv of Mexico, April 22.— Tho con- 
stitutional amendment passed the house 
of deputies last night by an overwhelming 
majority. Trinidad Garcia took the floor 
soon after the session and Hpolje for half 
an hour.

Lancaster Jones of Jalisco, loader of the 
amendment forces, closed tho debate. ( >n 
tho call of the roll 121 deputies voted for 
tho amendment and only ten placed then)' 
selves on record against it. The 
prop, ait ion allows one re-election 
of president, that is, two suoeoss- 
sive terms. The amendment now goes to 
the senate, where it. will prulvibly be 
passed without debate. Its ratification by 
state legislatures is said to be assured. 

On the announcement of tin; vote the 
spectators who crowded the galleries 
shouted and howled and pounded on the 
floor, wdiile the deputies below congratu- 
lated each other in the most extravagant 
manner. Several members of the cabinet 
were present and manifested much satis- 
faction. By Americans here this action is 
interpreted as meaning the re-election of 
Diaz and the consequent advancement of 
Mexican railroad stocks and government 
securities, as well as the improvement of 
all American interests here. 



TAKEN IN ANT) BONE FOR. 

How a Wealthy old Porty-Nlnor Was Bwln 
died. 



New York, April 23. — The owner o 
tho bogim gold ingots deposited at tb 
assay ollice a few days ago visited the 
office yesterday morning. It was Captain 
Ben Bichardson, of Harlem, a fatuous 
California pioneer, who in late years has 
been distinguished principally as the 
owner of a coach which once belonged to 
Washington. He is estimated to be worth 
several millions. He was convinced by 
Hetinor Martin that the ingots were com- 
paratively worthless, and after one fond 
look at them be left, the building without 
making known his wishes in regard to 
them. 

Bichardson said, in reply to persistent 
inquiries, that he had bought tho bricks 
for $1000 from two men who pretended 
to bo miners. The bricks were the al- 
legod production of a Western mine, the 
naiue and place of which the men wore 
anxious to keep secret. until tho value of 
the ore bad been established. Little 
samples were bored out of the bricks ac- 
cording to the usual rules of tho fcC'mie, 
anil of con rse they were found on assay to 
be pure Hold. After this careful examina- 
tion the old "'liter" became the owner of 
the bricks. 

It is believed that Captain Richardson 
•spent much time yesterday in a fruitless 
hunt for the two western miners whose 
mine is still unknown and nameless. The 
l.ogus bricks aro coated with a cheap 
bronzing p repartition frequently applied 
in iron work.
